WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President 
Kennedy

ous transportation pro- 
gram which looked to re­ 
ductions in sir, rail and 
bus fares sad federal mid 
to improve urban-suburban 
transit. 


The 6,000-word message was de­ 
scribed by Myer Feldman, deputy 
special counsel to the President, 
as the first comprehensive nation­ 
al transportation plan ever draft, 
ed by a Chief Executive in U S. 
history. 
The message was designed to 
enunciate a new, broad transpor­ 
tation policy, curtail federal regu­ 
lation and subsidy, eradicate dis­ 
crimination and inconsistency in 
present laws and rules, and lay 
the groundwork for a modern, ef­ 
fective metropolitan area mass 
transit. 
“The troubles In our transporta­ 
tion system are deep.’’ the Presi­ 
dent said. 
Should Get Approval 
Kennedy 
urged 
Congress to 
stimulate possible fare reductions 
by eliminating a requirement that 
railroads, airlines and bus com­ 
panies must obtain approval of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board or the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission 
before they may cut retro. 
CAB or ICC approval still would 
be needed to raise rates. Admin­ 
istration officials were hopeful 
that the adoption of the Presi­ 
dent’s proposal would encourage 
the carriers to cut fares in an 
effort to woo customers, even 
though this might mean a tem­ 
porary loss in some instances.

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Wright Answers 
Farley’s Complaints 


Preliminary 
objections 
have 
been filed in Bucks County court 
on behalf of Middletown Township 
Supervisor James L. Wright to a 
complaint brought against Wright 
by Township Supervisor Waiter 
Farley Jr., who claims Wright 
has no legal claim to a seat on 
the township’s five-man board of 
supervisors. 
The objections were filed by 
Wright’s Attorney, Alan D. Wil­ 
liams Jr. last Friday. 
Wright said he understood that 
five-man boards across the state 
were interested in die case be­ 
cause the court’s decision “Could 
determine the method of replac­ 
ing supervisors when vacancies 
occur “due to resignation, death. 
etc.’’ 
Wants Action 
Wright said that if the court 
did not accept his objection and 
strike Farley’s complaint, “we 
will proceed to discuss the merits 
of the case." 
Wright also stated: “Both Alan 
Williams and myself are still ex­ 
tremely confident of the out­ 
come. Impossible voting stale­ 
mates would be the result if 
Farley's demand for unanimous 
decisions become the law of the 
state.'* 
Farley, in his complaint, con­ 
tended that approval of a super­ 
visor for appointment to a five- 
man board should be unanimous. 
Farley voted against Wright’s 
appointment to replace Patrick 
Shields when Shields resigned 
last January. Farley is the lone 
Democrat on the five man panel 
William* Talks 
In his objections to Farley’s 
complaint, Williams asked the 
court to strike the complaint and 
"to enter judgment in favor of 
the defended and against the 
plaintiff for the reason that the 
plaintiff lacks the right, interest 
and standing to sue and has not 
stated a course of action.” 
The objections also said Far­ 
ley’s complaint “is not in con­ 
formity to law or rule of court in 
that it is not brought by a real 
party in interest. This action was 
not brought by a party authorized 
by law to do so.’* 
In a letter sent previously to 
James L. Cahill, chairman of the 
supervisors’ board, Williams had 
said the law was not clear on 
methods of appointment to a five

capacity as state assemblyman, 
intended to introduce legislation 
getting definite regulations. He

said Held, "it was the day ev­ 
erything almost ended for me.” 
Michener explained that toe 
was then working at the Andau 
Bridge, one of many persons 
helping the thousands of Hun­ 
garian* flee Communism for a 
free way of life. 
“If I remember correctly,” 
the Tinicum Township author 
said to Held, “you were one of 
the last to cross Hie bridge be­ 
fore the Russians closed in.” 
"Yes,” said Held. “It was dur­ 
ing the night. I was with a 
crowd of Hungarians, who’d 
heard about this last opening 
which hadn t yet been closed off 
by the Russians. All the other 
exits had been shut tight,” he 
added. 
Not All Made It 
“I was one of the kicky ones,” 
he continued, “because not all 
of those with me made it.” 
Held explained that they had 
heard about this last outlet, the 
bridge. They waited for a Rus­ 
sian tank to move away brief­ 
ly, before they made an at­ 
tempt to sneak across. Michener 
filled in that K was only about 
a 30-foot 
bridge, 
made 
of 
nothing more than two long 
logs with a rope to clutch as 
each crossed. This was why the 
Russians hadn’t bothered to shut 
it off: all the other bridges and 
roads were dead-ends, he said. 
“We made a wild dash,” Held 
continued, “and just as we did, 
the Russian tank moved in. 
Some made it; some didn't. 
Those that didn’t were captured 
by the Russians, and those who 
did like myself escaped to free­ 
dom.”

Prior to the revolution, Held 
said he had worked in a fac­ 
tory and attended night school 
Now, six years later, Held is in 
his final year working on a de­ 
gree in European history at Rut 
gars. 
“Before.” he said. “I had a1 
most nothing and then came the 
revolution.
